Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-5, 7, 9, 11 . 12, 14, 16-20, 22, 24, 26, 27, 29 and 31-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reasons for the indication of the allowability of claims 1-5, 7, 9, 11, 12, 14, 16-20, 22, 24, 
26, 27, 29 and 31-36 are: 

Regarding claims 1-5, 7, 9, 11, 12 and 14, the prior art does not teach or fairly 
suggest in combination with the other claimed limitations a device wherein the hanging 
box having arm extensions that extend from the second side wall for defining a portion 
of the compartment. 

Regarding claims 16-20, 22, 24, 26, 27 and 29, the prior art does not teach or 
fairly suggest' in combination with the other claimed limitations a device wherein the 
hanging box having arm extensions that extend from the second side wall for defining a 
portion of the compartment. 

Regarding claim 31 , the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest in combination 
with the other claimed limitations a device comprising a hanging box having arm 
extensions that define a portion of the compartment. 

Regarding claim 32, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest in combination 
with the other claimed limitations a device wherein the removable section of the 
faceplate adapter has a plurality of slots and a plurality of downwardly extending flanges 
for receiving a single receptacle faceplate. 
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Regarding claim 33, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest in combination 
with the other claimed limitations a device comprising a faceplate adapter having a 
bottom with a plurality of notches for engaging the raceway system. 

Regarding claim 34, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest in combination 
with the other claimed limitations a device comprising a hanging box having arm 
extensions that define a portion of the compartment. 

Regarding claim 35, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest in combination 
with the other claimed limitations a device wherein the removable section of the 
faceplate adapter has a plurality of slots and a plurality of downwardly extending flanges 
for receiving a single receptacle faceplate. 

Regarding claim 36, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest in combination 
with the other claimed limitations a device comprising a faceplate adapter having a 
bottom with a plurality of notches for engaging the raceway system 

These limitations are found in claims 31-36, and are neither disclosed nor taught 
by the prior art of record, alone or in combination.
